The Poisoned Family. 

OTTAWA, June '2. — Dead in bed, with a 
dying sister on either side ot him, lay little 
Archie Campeau, of Luke George, when a 
neighboring woman came in, attracted by 
tho feeble cries of " Help ! help ! " from 
another child rolling in death agonies upon 
tho Boor. Near by, gasping and helpless, 
lay the mother and aged grandmother. Mrs. 
Campeau managed to say they had been 
poisoned. Tile village physician was sum- 
moned and emetics were administered, and 
before lie left tho physician was successful 
in saving the lives of three of the patients, 
though the others, it is feared, are too far 
gone to rally. Wednesday the old man 
went into the woods to dig roots to make 
medicine for a sick horse. He gathered a 
lot of various kinds, including some which 
tasted sweet, and of which all the members 
of the family partook. In a few minutes 
all were taken with frightful pains. It was 
in this condition the neighboring woman 
found them. Tho eldest hoy, about nine 
years of age, is dead, the second boy has 
since died, and the doctor says the old man 
and infant are likely to follow. It will bo a 
close call with the others. The root which 
the old man had given them is known at 
wild parsnip, a deadly poison. 

Dcstrnctlve lire in Ottawa. 

Ottawa. Out., June ;i. — A disastrous 
conflagration took place here at noon to-day. 
The planing mills of Thackeray.,* Co. , on 
Sparks street, together with a large quantity 
of planed and unplaned lumber, was burned 
to the ground.

THE GOVERNMENT'S LICENSE I!1LU 

London, June 3.— The agitation aroused 
by the government's proposal to compensate 
keepers of public bouses for the loss of their 
licenses through the contemplated reduction 
of tho number granted, lias hitherto been 
confined to the temperance element and 
others opposed to the measure, for various 
reasons giving the impression that the bill 
had few if any friends outside of the min- 
istry and its immediate followers. This be- 
lief was strengthened by tlie elaborate pre- 
parations which have been making for some 
time for the great protest meeting which is 
to be held in Hyde Park next Saturday, 
when .scores of commoners and other promi- 
nent men are announced to speak in denun- 
ciation of the proposal. To-day, how- 
ever, immense meetings of publicans 
and their partisans were held in London, 
without, any of the heralding of which next 
Saturday's opposing movement has had the 
benefit. The speakers at these meetings 
mostly supported the government scheme 
and roundly denounced (Hailstone for his 
opposition, reminding him of the downfall 
of his own ministry through an attempt to 
burden the people with tlie burdensome and 
uncalled-for tax on beer. The greatest, en- 
thusiasm prevailed at both meetings, and 
abundant evidence was shown that tho pub- 
licans control a sufficient proportion of the 
electors to render a return of many members 
of parliament who may vote against tho bill 
extremely uncertain, if not absolutely im- 
possible, at the next general elections. 

NEW JAPANESE WAR SHU'. 

The new Japanese war ship Chiyada was 
successfully launched in tlie Clyde to-day. 
The vessel is an iron-clad, ,'iU0 feet lony, 
and is designed to carry 2S guns, She is 
also fitted with three torpedo tubes. Be- 
sides the Japanese officials who liavu been 
in England for some time performing du- 
ties in connection with the construction of 
the new ship, 300 Japanese sailors, with ad- 
ditional officers, have arrived here for tho 
purpose of manning her and navigating her 
to Japan. 

A DISHONEST CLERK ARRESTED* 

A young man named Lomish, employed as 
a stock clerk in a broker's office in this city, 
was arrested to-day as lie was about taking 
his departure for America. When be was 
searched he was found to nave on his per- 
son £5000 worth of negotiable bonds 
which he had stolen from his 
employers, together with other missing 
properly, and tickets for New York.

From 
Panama it will proceed to San Francisco, 
where it will be joined by the new cruiser 
Charleston and the four big ships will pro- 
ceed homeward by way of the ('ape of (iood 
Hope. Next year a similar squadron, con- 
sisting of the Baltimore, Newark, Philadel- 
phia and the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, 
will be sent on a similar voyage for a sim- 
ilar purpose, to show the world that the 
United States can build a ship of which 
any nation might be proud, and the year 
following it is expected that another fleet 
will be ready for a similar voyage, com- 
posed of the finest ships of the lot. 

Destroyed by a Waterspout. 

Council Bluffs, la., June 2. — A special 
to tho Nonpareil from Missouri Valley, la., 
tells of the almost total destruction of the 
village of Loveland, yesterday, by a cloud 
burst or waterspout. Loveland is located 
in a gully in the Boyer valley. A terrific 
storm passed over the valley, and near the 
upper end a cloud-burst occurred, the water 
sweeping down through the fated village, 
leaving hardly a house intact and destroy- 
ing several lives. Among the bodies identi- 
fied so far are those of Mrs. Sayles and son. 
One family passed all night in a tree and 
were rescued this morning. Several per- 
sons are missing, and their bodies have not 
yet been found. Thep are supposed to have 
been carried down the valley by the water. 

Later. —Advices late to-night from the 
scene indicate that first reports over-esti- 
mated its magnitude. Mrs. Sayles is the 
only person that is known to have been lost 
80 far. The village is a small one, and the 
pecuniary damage, tht-rofere, not very 
large. The river has subsided to its usuul 
channel, but an all-day search failed to ro- 
veal any more bodies. 

Two Colorado <;irls Drowned. 

— A party of 
young people left here this morning on a 
fishing trip down the Arkansas river. When 
they reached the Midland bridge, a young 
man named Bronnan attempted to assist 
Annie Kerry and Laura May to cross upon 
a plank which was laid across the stream.

To amend the Buildings By-law Amend- 
ment By-luw, 1890.

IIEREAS it is expedient to amend tho 
Buildings Dy-law Amendment By law, 



Be it therefore Enacted, by tho Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria, ns follows :— 

That tho said By-law be amonded as follows : 

By striking out tho words commencing at tho 
word "section" in tho 8th line thereof down to 
tho word "commencement" ut tho end of said 
By-law, and substituting therefor the following 
words and figures :— 

" Commencing at a point on the shore lino of 
Victoria Harbour, opposite the north-westerly 
corner of Lot 108, Block F ; thence easterly to 
the centre of Storo street; thence northorly 
along tho contro of Storo street to a point 
opposite tho centro of Herald street; 
thence eastorly along tho centre of Herald 
street, to tho point of intersection of Douglas 
and Herald streets; thence southerly along tho 
centre of Douglas street to tho point of inter- 
section of Douglas and Fisguard streets; thence 
easterly along the centre of Fisguard street to 
a point, opposite tho northeasterly corner of 
Lot CflO; thenco southerly nlong tho eastorly 
boundary of Lots G'JO and 673 to Cormorant 
street; thenco across Cormorant street to tho 
northeasterly corner of Lot 1217; thenco 
nlong the easterly boundary of Lots 1217 and 
1218 to Pandora avenue; thence across Pandora 
avenue to tho northeasterly corner of lot 158; 
thenco along the easterly boundary of lots 158 
and 1-10 to Johnson street; thenco across John- 
son street to the northeasterly corner of lot .'SO; 
thence along the easterly boundary of said lot 
3Cto the northeasterly corner of lot 21; thenco 
easterly along tho northern boundaries of lots 
2.', 23,*24, 25, 28, 27, 572 and 29 to the northeaster- 
ly corner of f.aid lot 29; thence .southerly along 
the easterly boundary of said lot 2!) to Yates 
street; thence across Yates street to t he north- 
easterly comer of lot 105; thenco along the 
easterly boundary of said lot 105 lo the north- 
easterly corner of lot 11; thenco westerly along 
the northern boundaries of lots 11, 10, 0, 8, 7, (i, 
5 and 1 to the northwest corner of said lot 
I; thenco southerly along tho western 
boundary of lot 1 to View street; 
thence across Viow street to the north- 
easterly corner of lot 15, thenco along the east- 
ern boundary of lot 15 to the north-easterly 
corner of Lot 52, thenco easterly along the 
northern boundaries of lots 51, 50, 40, 18, 17, Jfi, 
28 and 58 to the north-easterly corner of said 
lot 58, thenco along the eastorly boundary of 
said lot 58 to Fort street, tlnnco across Fort 
street to the north easterly comer of lot (19, 
thonco along the easterly boundary of lot f.9 to 
the north-easterly corner of lot US, thenco west- 
erly along tho northern boundaries of lots 63, 
67, 05 and 61 to Wilcox Alley, thenco across 
Wilcox Alley to tho north-easterly corner of 
lot 03, thenco westerly along the northern 
boundaries of lots 63. 02, 60 and 59 
to tho north-easterly corner of lot 69 
58. thenco southerly along tho eastern 
boundary of Lot 58 lo Kane street; thenco 
across Iv.ino street to the north- custody comer 
of Lot. Oi ; thenco alorg the easterly boundaries 
of Lots 01 and 77 to the centro of Rao street; 
thenco westerly along the centre of Rao street 
to the centre of Douglas street,; thenco south- 
erly along the contro of Douglas street to tho 
north-westerly corner of Lot 210; thenco along 
tho westerly boundary line of Lot. 210 to tho 
shore of Victoria Harbour ; thence meander 
the shore line of said Harbour northerly to tho 
place or point of commencement. 

This By-law may be cited as "Building By- 
law Amendment By-law, 1890."

A Butch <if Interps'liis Notes from Victoria's 
Seaside Suburb. 

A hone and Scotch cart arc to bo 
raffled at tho Eiquiinalt llouso on Satur- 
day night. 

Yesterday bei.r.g fine though cold there 
were several boating and sailing patties 
out on tho harbor. 

It is understood thnt considerable im- 
provement! and repairs to the sidewalks 
will be undertaken almost immediately. 

On Sunday morning, the wrecking 
steamer Whitelaw visited Esquimau 
harbor for water, which having taken 
on board, sho returned to Capo Flattery 
to resumo operations on the wreck of tho 
Barnard Castle. 

Tho testing of H. M. S. Ampliion is 
going on very satisfactorily, and will, in 
all probability, bo completed by the Ad- 
miralty Inspector in the course of a few 
days. It is understood that nothing 
further in the way of orders has been 
received. 

A. petty officer of H. M.S. Ampliion, 
yesterday morning, jumped into tho har- 
bor, but was rescued after considerable 
difficulty. Ho has apparently been for 
several days suffering mentally, but not 
in such a way as to excite apprehension. 
Tie has boon placed under restraint. 

For the past, three months Mr. Bye, 
electrician of H. M. ii. Ampliion, has had 
n class of six pupils in the science of elec- 
tricity, particularly in the matter of light- 
ing. The closing meeting took place last 
night, tho pupils all expressing their 
high appreciation of tho instruction which 
had been afforded, and of tho benefit it 
was likely to bo to thorn in the future. 

Yesterday morning, all tho crow of tho 
steam collier Costa Rica, including tho 
captain, were discharged, the mate being 
1 ft in charge. The vessel will, it is ex- 
pected, go alongside the Railway wharf, 
and remain tied up for some time to 
come, owing to there being no coal cargoes 
to be carried from tho mines, because of 
tho strike.

Had she not 
gone right down to the bottom in this 
way, it is said that pieces of her wreck or 
some of her masts would have been found 
before this.

SINGLE TAX APPLIED. 
A clear-headed correspondent of tho 
Times, who had read tho very full report 
which that paper published of the 
speeches of tho single-tax advocates, and 
was no doubt disgusted with tho can- 
didates, Messrs. Beaven & (irant, who 
gavo their assent to a scheme for robbing 
the owners of land of their property, 
writes as follows over the signature of 
"Resident" : 

"My case will servo as an illustration 
of the iniquitous character of the pro- 
posed single tax theory. Because of the 
natural beauty of Victoriaand its delight- 
ful climate, which, without disrespect to 
Messrs. Jackson, West and others, have 
given a value to its land greatly in excess 
of their labor — in fact, nature, and not 
Messrs. .Jackson, West & Company, have 
had all to do witli it. I have come here 
to reside. I have paid §12,000 for land, 
which I havo laid out in ornamental 
grounds, and havo expended over §20,000 
on a residence, the building of which lias 
given employment to mechanics and 
others. You will see I have in this way 
been a benefit to the workinginan and do- 
servo fair treatment, but what Mr. West 
proposes is most unfair. 1 who 
brought money into the city and ex- 
pended it to the advantage of mechanics 
and others, am to bo taxed §1,000 per 
annum, and Mr. West, who brought only 
himself, and who has done nothing worth 
mentioning to build up Victoria, is not b 
bo taxed at all, butis to have the benefit 
of government without contributing to 
tho cost of it." 

What tho Times correspondent says iB 
bad enough, but ho does not expose the 
wholo of this single tax iniquity. The 
single tax advocates propose to rob not 
only rich men Hko "Resident," who 
apends thousands of dollars every year in 
giving employment to working men and 
in making the city and province attrac- 
tive to capitalists of other countries, but 
would despoil industrious and economical 
working men of the earnings of, it may 
be, half a life time of toil. There is 
John Brown, the carpenter. He eiino 
to this country without a dollar. He 
worked hard and lived frugally to save 
enough money to buy himself a snug lot 
in what was then tho suburbs, but which 
is now well in tho residential part of the 
city. That property is to-day worth 
twenty times more than ho paid for it, 
and Brown feelB comforted to think that, 
if anything should happen to him, 
his wife and children, would be 
left in comfortable circumstances. 
But the single tax men say that ho is a 
robber, and declare that when they get 
into power the land on which his cottage 
stands and hia trees grow, shall bo taxed 
at their full market value. What good 
will that land be to Mr. Brown or his 
children if the Single Tax Govern- 
ment puts a tax on it equal to 
tho interest on its full marke: 
valuo ? Who will buy property burdened 
with such a tax I •' Ha ! ha ! " say the 
single tax advocates, among whom arc 
Mr. Beaven and. Mr. Grant, "that is just 
the state of things wo aro bound to bring 
about. We aro determined that neither 
Brown nor his wife nor any of his chil- 
dren shall own a single foot of land in 
this city or anywhere elso, and we intend 
to tax land in such a way that it cannot 
bo bought and sold. Brown's house and 
fruit trees shall not be taxed, but Brown's 
land must bo taxed for all that it is 
worth. Tho rent of it belongs to the 
State, and tho State will havo it no 
matter what becomes of Brown's wife and 
children or Brown himself in his old ago." 
But Brown's cottage is old and is intrin- 
sically worth very little, indeed. It is the 
land which, as things are now, that is val- 
uable "So much tho worse for Brown ' is 
all that tho single-lax men have to say in 
reply. "Land shall bo no longer private 
property; tho rent it can bring belongs to 
the State." 

This is how tho single tax men will rob 
Brown and thou treat in the sumo way 
Jones, Smith, Robertson, McDonald, 
Murphy and hundreds of honest saving 
workinguion who aro in tho same position. 
Tho single tax men would tako from thoin 
all tho land they own and give them— 



what? Any number of fine promises. 
When land is no longer private property 
they say this earth will be a kind of 
Heaven for tho workinginan. There will 
be no more poverty. Everybody will 
have everything that ho or she needs. 
There will bo no more oppressive govern- 
ments, and grinding taskmasters will bo 
banished from the earth. It seems to 
us that a sensible nr'.n who cares for his 
family wants something better than pro- 
mises that may never be performed that, 
indeed, cannot bo performed as long as 
human nature is as it is, for a bit of land 
and a cottage, worth, say, from live to ten 
thousand dollars. 

Yot this robbing industrious, prudent 
men of tho fruits of their toil and their 
self-denial is what Mr. Beaven calls "a 
roform" and what Mr. John Grant, in 
his gushing way, declares to bo "a fair 
and equitable basis of taxation." 

It may bo said that theso single-tax 
men will never bo able to carry out their 
theory into practice. We must not bo too 
sure of that. In these days, and in this 
country, these men havo votes, and wo 
seo that politicians, who call themselves 
ivspeetablo, are ready to praise their 
scheme and to take credit to themselves 
for having done something towards em- 
bodying its principles in tho law of the 
land. Mr. Beaven boasted that ho had 
inserted tho thin wIl-c of the wedge, 
which when driven home would 
give tho country the single-tax 
law. Mr. Grant said that tho 
principle of single tax is just, and 
therefore, of course, ought to bo adopted. 
Hero we havo two leading politicians in 
this province declaring in favor of single 
tax. It is not for us t'i enquire into their 
motives, but it is easy t> seo that the 
same influence which caused these men to 
favor single tax would induce thorn to 
vote for a single tax measure in tho Leg- 
islature. Tho only safe way is to nip this 
form of socialism, and, as Mr. Gladstone 
called it, robbery, in the bud, and to say 
to the candidates who, in tho Victoria 
theatre, declared themselves favorable to 
taking the land from its owners without 
compensation : "Gentlemen, wo do not 
want you to represent us. We aro honest 
men. Wo do not want to rob others, and 
wo aro determined not to be robbed our- 
selves." It was something like this that 
tho workingmou of Melbourne said to 
Henry Georgo himself when he paid them 
a visit not long ago.

"Then it was placed there by tho 
Government on purpose," was tho re- 
mark made by Mr. Charles Wilson, when 
his attention was called at the nomination, 
on Friday last, to the fact of his name 
appearing on tho votors' list for Cariboo, 
us well as on that for Victoria city. The 
romark certainly did not display any 
friendliness towards, or confidence in, the 
Government of which Mr. Wilson an- 
nounces himself an independent sup- 
porter. 

That Mr. Wilson's name appears upon 
two lists is a fact 'which any one may 
satisfy himself of, by perusing the respec- 
tive rolls of votors for Cariboo and Vic- 
toria, and that the fact of his name being 
on two lists disqualifies Mr. Wilson from 
voting, and hence from being a candidate, 
is patent to any one who chooses to read 
tho law. 

Section 110 of tho Constitution Act pro- 
vides that no person shall be capable of 
being elected a member of the Legislature 
who shall not bo duly entered on tho reg- 
ister of electors for some electoral District 
of the Province. Now to become duly 
entered on a register of voters one must 
have sent in his claim to vote at least two 
months before tho election (Pro. Voters' 
Act, Section '2), and, by section 10 of the 
samo Act, no person whose name is on 
tho Register of Voters for an Electoral Dis- 
trict shall send in his claim to vote in any 
other Electoral District, until he shall 



havo caused his name to be removed from 
such register. Mr. Wilson's name was on 
tho register of Cariboo at tho time he sent 
in his claim to vote in Victoria; such 
being the case ho is not duly entered on 
tho Victoria list, and lie cannot bo said to 
be duly entered on the Cariboo list be- 
cause bo has permitted his name to re- 
main on tho Victoria list. 

In other words, by being entered on 
two lists, Mr. Wilson is not duly regis- 
tered on any, and not being duly regis- 
tered on any votors'list ho is not qualified 
to be a candidate. 

It is well that tho matter ends thus, aa 
the pos»iblo etl'ect of having a fifth candi- 
date, ostensibly in tiio Government in- 
terest, but in reality, and secretly, a 
decided opponent, might bo to dis- 
tribute and weakon the Government vote. 
If Mr. Wilson wore not an opponent, if 
thoro was a spark of reality in his pro- 
fessed friendship for the Government, he 
would never have placed himself in tho 
position of, by any possibility, doing 
harm to the cause ho professes to espouse. 

As it is, we understand that Mr. 
Wilson has taken a declaration before 
tho Returning Officer that bo is duly 
qualified to bo a candidate. Tho law 
aooms to constitute this deolatation 
sufficient warrant to tho Returning Officer 
to allow the person making it to go to 
tho polls, taking upon himself tho ontire 
responsibility of his statement; but it 
is also porfectly clear that, ovon 



if he were elected, tho election 
would afterwards bo declared null and 
void. Tho samo point was practically de- 
cided eight years ago in tho oiibo of the 
Esquimalt eluction petition, when Mr. 
Hott was unseated by tho Supremo 
Court on account of some of tho persons 
voting for him being on two lists. 

If, theroforo, Mr. Wilson insists on 
going to tho polls, it is quite clear that 
all votes cast for him will bu thrown 
away. 



MR. GRANTS DENIAL. 

Mr. John Grant, in terms as offensivo 
as ho could make thorn, denies that ho 
over called tho principle of taking men's 
property from thorn without giving them 
anything for it, a just and honest prin- 
ciple. This is tho paragraph in which 
tho sentence, tho truth of which Mr. 
Grant denies with such violence, occurs : 

Henry George's theory is theroforo 
nothing more nor less than a scheme of 
wholesale robbery. To tako from nion 
their land without giving them a cent by 
way of compensation, is what Mr. Beaven 
calls "a reform," and to stigmatize tho 
ownership of land as "robbery," is what 
lie denominates "truth. " The principle 
of taking men's property from them 
without giving them anything for it, is 
what Mr. Grant calls "a just .and honest 
principle." 

Our readers will be able to boo what 
Mr. Grant's most vehement denials aro 
worth, when they read the following ex- 
tracts from tho spoech'which he delivered 
in Victoria Theatre on Friday night last. 
Aftur tho advocates of single tax bad 
spoken, Mr. Grant, as reported in t he 
Times, said : 

"Ho bad listened to what had been 
said this evening with a great deal of sat- 
isfaction. For his own part lie had taken 
the paper dealing witli this particular 
principle— single tax - for some years, 
and as far as the multiplicity i f his duties 
would permit had endeavored to post him- 
self concerning it. The principle of 
single tax to his mind suggested a fair 
and equitablo basis of taxation, and to 
liriiiL' it into practical use it would no 
doubt remove many of the existing abuses 
under the present systems." 

The concluding sentence of the Times' 
report is as follows: — 

"In concluding bo repeated that lie 
considered that tho single tax contained 
a just principle, and the question now 
was how could it bo fairly and equitably 
brought about." 

The Colonist's report of Mr. Grant's 
speech is not nearly so full as that of tho 
Times, but is tho samo in substance. Tho 
first sentence is as follows: "The prin- 
ciple could not be denied as being a just 
and honest one, but the question was 
how it was to be brought about on a 
fair and equitable basis." It would be 
difficult to find a more complete assent 
to tho single tax doctrine than that given 
to it at tho mooting on Friday night by 
Mr. John Grant. What tho doctrines 
are which bo endorsed so heartily may bt; 
seen in the speeches made by tho single 
tax advocates and in the extracts 
which we have given from Henry 
(ieorge's works. 



AS OUTSPOKEN J'LU NDERER. 

There is one thing about Henry Gourge 
that we admire. Ho is plain-spoken. Ho 
does not beat about the bush, as many of 
his followers do, and try to conceal his 
real intentions. He writes a style which is 
beautifully clear. Hero is an example. 
Ho is discussing the claim of land owners 
to compensation: — 

" Tho Anti-Slavery movement in the 
United States commenced with talk of 
compensating owners, but, when four 
million of slaves were emancipated, the 
owners got no compensation, nor did 
tlioy clamor for any. And by the time 
the people of any such country as Eng- 
land or tho United States aro sufficiently 
aroused to tho injustice and disadvantages 
of individual ownership of land to induce 
them to attempt its nationalization, they 
will be sufficiently aroused to nationalize 
it, in a much more direct and easy way 
than by purchase. They will not trouble 
themselves about compensating the pro- 
prietors of land. " 

Proprietors of land who read this must 
seo what is in store for them in any 
place in which the disciples of Eenry 
Georgo aro elected to make the laws. 
They will, whether the tracts they bold 
are large or small, be deprhed of them 
without compensation. The Goorgoites 
look upon the man who owns hind in 
the same light as tho abolitionists did the 
man .vho owned slaves. It is no wonder 
then that they advocate its being taken 
from them by forco. 

Hero is another paragraph from "Pro- 
gross and Poverty" equally clear : 

"If tho land belong to the people why 
continue to peimit the landowner to tako 
tho rent, or compensate them in any 
manner for loss of rent. Consider what 
rent is. It does not arise spontaneously 
from land; it is duo to nothing that tho 
landholders have done. It represents 
valuo created by tho whole community. 
Lot the landholders have, if you please, 
all tho possession of the land would give 
them in the absence of tho rost of the 
community. But rent, tho creation of 
the wholo community, necessarily be- 
longs to the whole community." 

Mr. John (irant says that tho principle 
here enunciated is fair and equitable, and 
Mr. Beaven calls tho policy which would 
take from the owner tho rent of tho land 
ho had bought and paid for, a "roform."

A Eatal Accident. 

By the steamer Rainbow, which returned 
from Bute Inlet, yesterday morning, arc re- 
ceived the moat meagre particulars of a 
fatal accident which occurred about the 
•-27th ult. , at one of the Moodyville sawmill 
company's northern camps. Two loggers 
while at work were caught in a log roll. 
The one escaped with a broken leg; the 
other was killed and his body sank beneath 
the logs. It was subsequently recovered, 
and sent to Vancouver by canoe. The in- 
jured nlun is now receiving proper care at 
the Westminster hospital. 

New Hock In Altuknn Waters.

INVESTIGATED. 



Capt. II. (I. Lewis receives Evidence in Connec- 
tion with the Death of the late Engineer 
of the Sardonyx. 

Capt II. G. Lewis, Dominion Agent of 
Murine and Fisheries, yesterday morning 
opened an investigation into the cause of 
the death of the late Chief Engineer Pox of 
the S. S. Sardonyx, finder section (12, 41) 
Victoria, Chapter 78, of the "The Steam- 
boat Act," which provides that the Lieu- 
tenant-Govenior-in-Council may order an 
investigation into any steamboat accident 
involving loss of life, and report the particu- 
lars of such inquiry to the Governor Gen- 
eral. 

The circumstances in connection with the 
death of Mr. Pox are still fresh in the minds 
of Viotorians. The sad event occurred at 
Nunaimo, one evening, when the hatches 
were open, an unusual circumstance, and 
the one which led to tho investigation being 
ordered. 

Capt. Meyers was examined under oath 
during the morning, in the samo manner as 
in a court o f justice, hut the examination 
was a private one. In the afternoon, the 
mate and several of the crew gave evidence, 
and tbo whole of the depositions will be to- 
day forwarded to Ottawa for the considera- 
tion of the Governor General and his ad- 
visors. 



ALIENS IN WASHINGTON. 

There is a possibility of a special ses- 
sion of the legislature of Washington 
being held at which, among other matters, 
there may come up tho question of the 
holding of lands by aliens. Washington 
is, it is said, the ouly stato in the union 
in which aliens are placod under such 
disabilities us are contained in section 33 
of Article II rf the constitution, which 
reads : "Tho ownership of lands by 
aliens other than those who in good faith 
have declared their intention to become 
citizens of the United States is prohibited 
in this state, except where acquired under 
mortgago or in good fuith in tho ordinary 
course of justice in tho collection of debts, 
and all conveyances of hinds hereafter 
made to any nlion, directly or in trust for 
such alien Bhall bo void. Provided that 
tho provisions of this section shall not 
apply to lands containing valuable 
deposits of minerals, metals, iron, coal or 
fire clay, and the necessary lands for 
mills and machinery to be used in the 
development thereof and the manufacture, 
of tho products therefrom. Every cor- 
poration, tho majority of tho capital 
Btock of which is owned by aliens, shall 
be considered an alien for tho purposes of 
this prohibition." At present, under the 
existing condition of things, residents of 
British Columbia are, somo of them, 
making investments with the assistance 
of trustees, who aro American citizens 
while others have signified their intention 
to become naturalized, and have obtained 
certificates to that, effect.

I told the Rev. P. McF. Macleod in 
his study, and I tell him again, that Mr. 
Halliday did not see this hoy, that the per- 
son does not livu who did see him. Re- 
fore 1 made that statement 1 went 
to tho parents of the only three boys 
whom I have whipped o'her than upon 
the hands, and asked them in turn if Mr.

THE OAKLAND DISASTER. 



Tlic Coroner's Jury Find tlie Engineer 
of the Train Guilty of Crim- 
inal Carelessness. 



Requiem Services for the Dead— Rais- 
ing the Submerged Engine— The 
Bridge-Tender's Story. 



San Francisco, June 2. — The coroner's 
inquest in the matter of the railroad catas- 
trophe in Oakland, on Memorial day, began 
to-day. Charles O'Brien, flreinan of the 
wrecked train, was the first witness. Ho 
said he had never seen Engineer Dunn in 
liquor. The drawbridge through which the 
train went could be seen nt the time of the 
accident from the left side of the engine at 
the ship yard, ami he felt sure it was closed 
when the train left there. The engineer 
was on the train when witness jumped, 
which was not until it went down. Hu had 
been running with the train only occasion- 
ally, and could not say at what distance the 
danger signal could he discovered. The 
engine had not attained any speed when 
they went through the draw, and if they 
could have run ten yards further the train 
would have been stopped. 

Bridgetonder Duality said the train was 
not in view when he opened the draw, 
though it could have been seen at the mole. 
He thought it was coining at a high rate of 
speed about liiO yards distant, fie had 
been on the bridge about fifteen months 
and thought the engineer could see the sig- 
nal about 300 feet away. Ho was closing 
the draw when the accident occurred. The 
signal (lag, which was produced in evi- 
dence, was placed about 200 feet from the 
edge of the draw. The engine approached 
the draw at the rate of live or seven miles 
per hour. The bridge was within sixteen 
feet of being closed. 

Till-: ENGINEER BLAMED. 

San Francisco, June 2. — Engineer Dun 
did not appear at the inquest on the victims 
of the Oakland disaster, and could not be 
found. The jury found him guilty of crim- 
inal carelessness and manslaughter, and cen- 
sured the railroad company for not properly 
guarding the bridge. 

requiem Services. 

San Francisco, June 2.— Services in 
memory of four victims of the Oakland dis- 
aster were held in the city to-day. A solemn 
high requiem mass was celebrated for the 
repose of the soul of Mrs. Mary J. O'Connor, 
and similar services were held at St. John's 
c'.iurch in memory of the Renins sisters, and 
at St. Dominic's church in memory of the 
late assistant chief wharfger, Martin Kelly. 
Funerals over some of the victims were held 
in Oakland yesterday, all largely attended. 

All this forenoon a force of workmen and 
a wrecking crew were engaged in efforts to 
raise the submerged engine in Oakland. 
The tender, which was run ahead of the 
engine, went over first and the engine over 
that. It was found by a diver to be lying 
on its side, and chains were attached for the 
purpose of raising it. 

No more bodies have been discovered, 
and it is not believed that there are any in 
the wreck. 



LONDONERS HOAXED. 

Lady Florence Dixie was to IIiiyc Led a Novel 
Cavalcade— Crowds Turn Ont to 
See the Show. 

London, May 24. — The ghost of Theo- 
dore Hook must have visited Hydo Park 
this afternoon at a meeting of twenty-four 
four-in-handa at the London coaching 
club. Some hoaxer had for days past 
been Bonding pieplant paragraphs to all 
the newspapers that a cavalcade of ladies 
straddling their horses would join in the 
meet, headed by Lady Florence Dixie, 
wiio has been advocating the new bifur- 
cated style of dress;. 

Swell whips appeared with their society 
passengers in gay toilets. The day was 
bright and clear and brought out an im- 
mense crowd which the hoax greatly in- 
creased. Enormous masses of people 
thronged the bridal path, as did also 
many gay lady riders anxious to see the 
new fad. 

The coaches moving oil' by themselves, 
however, oniisorl evident chagrin. There 
were no straddlers. Many felt inclined 
to imitate the parodizing Mary who sang, 
"Go and cali the straddlers across to 
Rotten Row." 

Soon a blinding dust roso on the bridle 
path and as it cleared there appeared 
suddenly what was taken for a young 
girl with flowing auburn hair, coming 
from the Wellington statue entrance 
"straddle," sure enough, and cantering 
along as though quite alone in the park. 
The crowd rushed toward her and nearly 
knocked down the railings in its effort to 
get near and see her. 

She then raised her jaunty hat, her 
breast apparently swelling with pride, as 
alio was riding superbly. A zealous police 
man took it into his head to stop the 
wonderful rider, who laughingly resented 
the obstruction in a mammoth voice, 
" Oh, clear out, I'm no woman." 

The horse darted forward and tlio 
" 1) ibby " nearly bent double and had a 
fit of apoplexy as he laughed and realized 
that the figure was a beardless youth, the 
hoaxer of the occasion. Then the crowd 
laughed and dispersed with many a "well, 
by Jove ! " 

FECUNDITY. 

According to naturalists, a scorpion will 
produce 60 young, a common fly will lay 
144 eggs, a leech 150, and a spider 170. 
A hydruchna produces (iOO eggs, and a 
frog 1,100. A female moth will produce 
1,100 eggs, and a tortoise 1000. A gall 
insect has laid 50,000, a shrimp, 0,000, 
and 10,00o have been found in the ovary 
of an ascaris. One naturalist found more 
than 12,000 eggs in a lobsteiymd another 
more |than 21,000. An insect very simi- 
lar to an ant (MvtiUa) has produced 80,- 
000 egg:i in a .single day. Leuwenhoock 
seems to compute -1,000,000 an the crab's 
share. Many fishes produce an incredible 
number of eggs. More than .'10,000 have 
been counted in a herring, .'18,000 in a 
smelt, 1,000,000 in a sole, I, L30.000 in a 
roach, .'3,000,000 in a sturgeon, 1142,000 in 
a carp, 3fe\'!,000 in a tench, 5-10,000 in a 
mackerel, 902,000 in a perch, and 1,350,- 
000 in a flounder. Rut of all the fishes 
hitherto discovered, the cod seems to bo 
the most prolific. One naturalist com- 
putes that this fish produces more than 
3,080,000 eggs, and another as many us 
0,444,000. A rough calculation shows 
that, were one- por cent, of the'egga of the 



salmon to result in full grown fish, and 
woro they and their progeny to continue 
to increase in the same ratio, they would 
in about sixty years amount in bulk to 
many times the size of the earth. Nor is 
the salmon the most prolific species. In 
a yellow porch weighing 31 ounces have 
been counted 9,04:5 eggs, and in 'i smelt, 
ten inches and a half in length, 25,141. 
An interesting experiment was made ill 
Sweden in 1701 by Charles F. Lund. Ho 
obtained from fifty female breams 3,100,- 
000 young, from 100 female porch, 3,215, - 
000 young, and from 100 female mullets 
1,000,000. 

NEWS FROM NEWFOUNDLAND. 

From Latest Exchanges. 

Dipthoriii has ceased to ho an epidemic 
in Sr. Johns. 

The banking schooner "Advance" 
which came into coll sion with a French 
vessel was treated most barbarously by its 
crew, who, instead of offering assistance, 
flung at the unfortunates iron belaying 
pins and anything capable of being used 
as a missile. 

Preparations were being actively made 
at Bonavesta for the prosecution of cod 
fishing appearances being that the season's 
work would turn out well. 

It is proposed to petition for the sub- 
sidy of a small steamer to enable the 
people of Fortune bay and other districts 
to send their produce to the Nova Scotia 
markets. 

EL M. S. Emerald bad arrived at St. 
Johns to protect the fisheries on the coast. 

Opinions seem to differ with regard to 
the men and their credentials who are 
figuring in Canada and in England as dele- 
gates on the fishery question. 

THE KOLA NUT. 

We appear to be on the eve of a boom 
in connection with the much neglected 
product. Dr. deckel, of Marseilles, the 
other day delivered before the Academy 
of Medicine of Paris a lecture upon the 
remarkable effects of the kola nut upon 
the human frame, from which it appears 
that it enables men, far more than coffee, 
to perform long inarches without fatigue. 
The negroes of Africa, after eating a fresh 
kola nut, are able to do 50 miles a day 
under a tropical sun. A colonel of the 
French army in 1888 ascended with a 
lieutenant from Perpignan the Carrigen 
Mountain (7,550 feet.) Roth were on 
their feet for 12 hours, with an interval 
for rest and refreshment of only 25 min- 
utes, without getting tired, after taking a 
quantity of kola powder equivalent to 15 
centigrammes (less than 2h grains) of 
coffein. A number of officers also covered 
the distance of 45 miles between Laval 
and Re lines in 151 flours. To be able to 
stand the fatigue of the long march, they 
each partook of kola in various doses, cor- 
responding together to 2A grains. In the 
Senegal country recently some prisoners 
managed to secure a few of those nuts, 
with the result that they were enabled to 
pull down the gaoL, and so escaped. Dr. 
ileckel recommends the use of the kola 
nut to the members of the French Alpine 
Club, as it counteracts the fatigue and 
breathlessness attending climbing. He 
also intends urging the French military 
authorities to sanction its introduction 
into tho food of soldiers when on the 
march or in the field. 



PAPUAN WARRIORS AND THEIR 
METHODS. 

The May number of tho Illustrated 
Naval and Military Magazino has an in- 
teresting paper on the fighting men of 
Rritish New Guinea, from the pen of 
Lieutenant Baden-Powell, of tho Scots 
Guards. Lieutenant Baden-Powell, who 
writes fsom recent personal experience, 
remarks that one of the most noticeable 
characteristics of the warriors of Now 
Guinea is their treacherous mode of at- 
tack. One may enter a village and be 
welcomed by a crowd of unarmed men, 
who will show every sign of friendship ; 
but once they see their opportunity — 
once the party is dispersed, arms laid 
down, oi some asleep — then in a second 
tho natives are around and rush to the 
attack. Extreme vigilance must, there- 
fore, at all tunes be observed. Then 
again, while marching along the tracks 
through the bush country, natives will 
readily mark the approach of the Euro- 
peans. They will watch their opportunity 
again; keep some distance ahead of the 
advancing troops, or move abng parallel 
tracks in the shrub, and make the most 
of any opportunity of sudden attack, such 
as during a halt, or when the party has 
become somewhat dispersed. The general 
method of attack in most parts of New 
Guinea seems to be that of charging up 
towards the enemy, and when within, say 
20 to 30 yards, throwing their long spears. 
Somo of them are wonderfully good shots, 
and can send their spear through a dog 
running away 30 yards from them. An- 
other primitive weapon of offence which 
is sometimes used, especially at the east 
end, is tho sling. A few stones are car- 
ried, often nearly as big as one's fist, and 
these are hurled «vith a twist of the arm 
very similarly to the action of ordinary 
throwing (without twirling the sling 
round over the head as is done elsewhere.) 
The natives seem to vary a great deal in 
their ability to sling stones, some being 
marvellously good both in accuracy of aim 
and in great distance, perhaps 200 to 300 
yards ; while, on the other hand, many 
others are very feeble in their efforts. 
The natives of certain districts possess a 
most curious instrument;, used more for 
the capture and slaughter of ail already 
vanquished foe than for actual attack. It 
consists of a stick throe feet long, on the 
ond of which is a piece of cane bent round 
like the iron of a landing-net, and of such 
as to easily slip over a man's head. On 
the end of the stick is fixed a sharp stake, 
tho point of which comes nearly to tho 
centre of the cane ring. In chasing a 
fleeing enemy the warrior holds out his 
"man-catcher" and puts the cane ring 
over tho unfortunate fugitive's head, when 
a sudden pull back causes the latter to 
stop short and fall backwards upon tho 
sharp stake, which runs into his neck 
just at the base of tho skull, and he is 
instantly killed.

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A JAPANESE EARTHQUAKE. 



Terrlflo Bursting or Nature's Gigantic Satv 
terrancan ltollor. 

Around Bandai all was calm and 
peaceful when the day dawned on June 15. 
ColumnB of white steam floated dream- 
ily in the cool mountain air, as the in- 
valids ropaired to their early bath, and 
all around was beautiful on that bright 
summer morning when, at 7:30, there oc- 
curred an earthquake shock so violent as 
toleavono room for doubt that some mis- 
chief was browing. Fifteen minutes later 
this was followed by a second and yet 
more sovero shock. Another brief inter- 
val of about ten minutes and the earth 
began to heave like a tossing sea, rising 
and sinking so that houses collapsed, to- 
tally wrecked, and people- were violently 
thrown down and became actually sick, 
as if at sea. As standing was impossi- 
ble, they tried to crawl on all-fours to 
whatever suggested shelter, but they 
Boon realized that all places were alike 
unsafe. 

Tho earthqunko was immediately fol- 
lowed by an appalling and unearthly 
sound as of tho roar of a thousand thun- 
der claps, blending with tho shriek of 
all the steam whistles and roaring steam 
boilers of earth, and ero the terrified and 
denfetied human beings could recall their 
bewildered senses they beheld tho whole 
mighty cono of Sho-Bandaisan blown 
bodily into the air, where it overspread 
tho whole heavens with a vast, dense 
pall of ashes and mud spray, blotting 
out tho light of day and turning all to 
thick darkness. Ero theso had timo tc 
fall back to the earth there poured forth 
dark clouds of vapor and such stilling 
gases as well nigh choked all living crea- 
tures. Then leaping tongues of infernal 
flame, crimson and purple, seemed to 
flash right up to the heavens, and after 
appalling earth throes were succeeded 
by showers of red hot ashes, sulphur and 
boiling water, accompanied by fearful 
subterranean roaring and rumbling, and 
by a rushing whirlwind of hurricane 
force, uprooting great trees and hurling 
them afar. 

Another moment and there poured 
forth floods of boiling liquid mud, which 
swept down tho mountainside with such 
velocity that within a period variously 
estimated at from ten to fifteen minutes 
the scalding torrent was rushing past 
tho village of Nagasake, on the brink of 
tho Nagase river, having traveled ten 
miles from the crater more rapidly than 
any express train. Probably much of 
this fluid mud was hurled direct through 
the air, as was certainly tho case with tho 
many hundreds of millionsof tons which 
were blown up at tho first explosion. 
Evidently the earthquake must have rent 
some subterranean fissure, through which 
a great volume of waterssuddenly poured 
into the internal fires, generating a stu- 
pendous volume of steam, which must 
have continued to increase and so become 
moro and moro compressed as volcanic 
fires and subterranean waters continued 
their awful struggle, converting tho 
foundations of the mountain into a Cyclo- 
pean boiler, which finally exploded, with 
the result, a million times magnified, of 
the most awful boiler explosion ever 
known above ground. 

The convulsions of the mountain rent 
great chasms from which uprose jets of 
flame, ashes and boiling water, and many 
of tho wretched fugitives were caught up 
by these awful fountains and buried on 
high with terrific force, to fall back to 
earth all blackened and boiled. Someof 
these poor corpses were found caught on 
the boughs of trees, scalded and mangled 
beyond recognition. Others wero bat- 
tered and crushed by tho red hot stones 
and rocks which had been hurled from 
the crater to the clouds, and fell back to 
earth with awful violence. 

The eruption continued for about two 
hours. By 10 a. m. its violence was 
spent, though for hours afterwards tho 
ground trembled and quivered, as well 
it might after so appalling a fit of pas- 
sion. But in those two hours the whole 
face of thirty square miles of country (in 
the form of a vast fan extending to a 
radius tivo miles from the central crater) 
was totally changed. Of tho mountain 
cono thus suddenly transformed into a 
steam boiler, there remains now only tho 
back; a ragged, overhanging precipice, 
rising to a sheer height, variously esti- 
mated at GOO or 1,000 feet above a bot- 
tomless crater of about a mile in diame- 
ter. Thence, with ceaseless roar, rise 
denso clouds of suffocating, sulphureous 
steam, which sometimes clear olE suffi- 
ciently to allow adventurous climbers a 
momentary glimpse of tho seething mud 
below. Those who h»ve ascended that 
remnant of the mountain from the slope 
behind it, and so have reached the brink 
of that precipice, have beheld such a pic- 
ture of desolation as seems scarcely to 
belong to this earth. 

All that was Littlo Bandai now lies 
outspread in a thick layerof horrid mud, 
varying in depth from 10 to 150 feet — 
deep enough to efface every accustomed 
feature in the whole area— and itself par- 
tially coated with layers of pale gray 
ashes and black stones and rocks, which 
seem to have been ejected to such a 
height as not to have fallen to earth un- 
til tho awful mud wave had poured it- 
self out. It is now described as a wild 
chaos of earth, rock and mud, in some 
place resembling tho concrete blocks of 
somo cyclopean breakwater, in others 
rather suggesting a raging sea whose gi- 
gantic waves have suddenly been con- 
gealed, Of all that made the scene so 
beautiful and pleasant not a vestige re-, 
mains — not a blade of grass where lately 
the mountain was clothed with Bpringy 
turf, not a green leaf, not a sign of life 
— nothing but absolute desolation, with 
a horrid smell rising from stagnant sul- 
phur pools. — Cornhill Magazine. 

Stanley's Two visits in Cairo. 
Stanley's visit to Cairo recalls tho fact 
that tho first lime ho passed through tho 
Egyptian metropolis was in 1808, when 
on his way to join tho British expedition 
to Abyssinia. On that occasion England 
spent a sum of £8,000,000 to effect the 
rescue of eight persons from the cruel 
hands of King Theodore, Stanley now 
returns after a lapse of twenty-two event- 
ful years to tho banks of the Nile, with 
tho proud consciousness of having res- 
cued 300 persons at a cost to England of 
£30,000,— New York Tribune. 



| Goucllu Tn^citry. 

Real gobelin tapestry is hard to find in 
tho dry goods stares. Much is sold aa 
I gobelin tapestry that is not genuine. 
Gobelin has quite a history, and gave a 
[ new word to our vocabulary. A Flem- 
\ ish painter named Cluck found a process 
, for dyeing a beautiful and a very pecul- 
, iar scarlet, and sold it to Giles Gobelin, 
! who built a factory in France, whero ho 
I made tapestries and cloths of this pecul- 
iar color. Everybody looked on him as 
a crank, and his factory was always 
spoken of as "Gobelin's Folly;" but he- 
made a go of it, and his success was so 
great that those superstitious old folks 
supposed ho was aided by tho devil. The 
devil was Bupposed to have taught him 
the art of dyeing scarlet on condition 
that at a certain timo tho devil was to 
have him. 

When tho time was up tho devil camo 
after him, and caught him going through 
a yard at night with a littlo piece of 
lighted candle in his hand. Gobelin 
begged for time, but the devil wouldn't 
let him have it. At last Gobelin re- 
quested his satanic majesty to wait until 
tho bit of candle in his hand burned out, 
and tho devil consented. The wily old 
Gobelin, as soon as ho got this concession, 
threw tho candle into tho well and 
pitched tho devil in after it. Tho devil 
was very angry, but before ho could get 
out Gobelin gathered a guard of enthu- 
siasts about him and secured himself 
from any further attacks. 

Now, for the new word. From this 
story came tho word "goblin," a ghost 
or specter, and it has become one of tho 
words of tho language, but it had its 
origin in this silly story that was told 
about tho man who first mado theso 
tapestries. — St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 



Shell Deposits In Maine. 

Ever since tho whites settled tho coast 
of Maine numerous deposits uf shells of 
both tho clam and oyster have been dis- 
covered from timo to time. Theso shells 
were found either on the coast itself or 
on tho banks of rivers not far from the 
6ea. The oyster shell heaps on tho west- 
ern bank of the Damariscotta river early 
attracted the wonder of the settlers, and 
became, many years ago, celebrated 
throughout the surrounding region. 

A mile above the village of Damaris- 
cotta indications of shells appear on the 
| river banks. From tho point of their 
I first appearance tho shells are in small 
| and straggling heaps. As one ascends 
the river, however, tho heaps become 
larger and tho intervals between them 
become shorter. Soon a continuous white 
mass of shells appears, extending several 
hundred feet along tho river. The mass 
assumes the form of binds whoso tops 
are covered with trees and shrubbery, 
but whost. precipitous faces have never 
been cove.ed, but have been kept ex- 
posed by the erosive action of the tides 
and by the frosts of unending years. 
Exact dimensions of theso deposits can- 
not be given for reason that no extensive 
mining of the shells has ever been under- 
taken. They occupy a peninsula of sev- 
eral acres area.— Boston Globe.

Mustache Trainer. 
We aro accustomed to look for inven- 
tion in strange fields, but a speculator on 
this subject would never have guessed 
that a mustache trainer would come to bo 
the subject of a patent. Such, however, 
| is the case, and an apparatus for con- 
trolling and correcting this highly prized 
masculine appendage has appeared. Tho 
device is constructed with an elastic 
curved metallic strip of thin metal, at 
the ends of which aro secured adjustable 
plates faced on the inner sides with soft 
cloth for the purposo of comfortably 
clasping the face and retaining the hold. 
The device being placed in position, the 
mustache is adjusted in any desired 
form and held in position, and tho wear 
er may keep it on during tho night. So 
snug is the fit that tho wearer is not in 
the least discommoded, and tho uso of 
the contrivance for a reasonable time is 
said to accomplish with certainty the de- 
sired result,— New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser. 

Easily Made Rat Traps. 
Rats may readily be induced to jump 
or drop into any receptacle if it affords 
them adequate concealment, and they do 
this without ono lingering suspicion of 
their inability to reach the only existing 
outlet when the lime for retreat ap- 
proaches. Traps on this principle may 
readily bo designed and are obviously 
preferable to our rat traps whero tho 
vermin aro numerous. They aro used in 
Burmah, where the rats aro a perfect 
pest. A jar trap was set for three nights. 
On tho first occasion I saw seventy-two 
rats turned out, on tho second night 
only nine wero caught and on tho third 
night not ono was caught. The trap was 
then put away for somo weeks, when it 
was again successfully used. — London 
Field.
